ish regular army enter' a house car- 
rving several cans of petrol. 
Soon 


after he came out. the house burst 
into flames Besides the pupils about 
1300 refugees had 
been taken into 


the college which was near the place 
where the fire started. The fate of > 
many of the girl pupils is unknown 
and it is alleged they have been car- 
ried off by the Turks 


"When the Simpson left the flames 


had reached the quays and were men- 
acing the foreign consulates 


Prior to the fire there were mas- 


sacres which continued throughout , 
:he night, in the midst of the flames- 
It is impossible to estimate the num- 
ber of killed. Dr Post, an American, 
who with members of the American I 
relief administration, made an mves- i 
tigation, expressed the opinion the

FIRES DUE TO 


Fire Prevention week, Oct. 2 to a, 


will serve as a reminder that the sea- 
son for greater use of nres In buildings 
is approaching. Every 
resident is 


asked by J. F. Florin, superintendent 
of fire prevention, of the Wisconsin 
industrial commission, to investigate 
if his heating plant is such as will 
keep the fire in thrall. Sound stoves, 
furnaces, 
boilers, 
smokepipes 
and 


chimneys are 
necessary 
for this. 


Woodwork is often ignited by these 
when they become overheated. 


Stoves, furnaces and boilers should 


have a clearance of at least two feet 
on all sides. If this clearance is not 
present, exposed woodwork should be 
protected with metal over one-quarter 
inch asbestos board. One should cov- 
er the boilar with asbestos plaster and 
the top of the furnace jacket with 
sand, Mr. Florin says. Never neglect 
the metal stove board to protect the 
floor. Woodwork in contact with a 
one-brick chimney spalls danger and 
should be cut away and the 
space 


filled out with asbestos plaster. A 
dirty chimney is always apt to burn 
out and set a house afire. Metal re- 
'osptacles for ashes should be placed a 
good distance from the house. 


If caution is exercised by everyone 


it will prevent the $2,000,000 yearly 
fire damages in Wisconsin 
and the 


usual loss of life.

Serious accidents are

sult, especially if the driver does not 
have control of the cax. 


The skillful driver seldom needs to 


use the horn. He manages his car 
so that he has no need of sounding 
the alarm 
e%-ery time he gets into 


trouble. 
Of course there are times 


when a horn is necessary; when ap- 
proaching another car from the rear 
and whenever the road signs say so. 
The correct way to use it in passing 
pedestrains is to sound it in time to 
allow them to see the machine and 
make up their minds which way to 
go. By this means the driver also is 
able to stop the car at once if the 
pedestrain shows signs of confusion.

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THE STRIKE SETTLEMENT 


Regardless of what the bitter-enders 


among: the railroad executives and anti- 
•union employers throughout the country 
may say or think, the public will approve 
the settlement of the railroad strike, 
made by some sixty roads operating fifty- 
five thousand miles of railroad. 
The set- 


tlement is a compromise, favorable to the 
men in that they are apparently to go 
back with seniority rights unimpaired. 
This is not literally stated in the agree- 
ment, but ihe actual effect 
of the ar- 


rangement will lie to give all of the men 
their old places together with the rights 
which attached to them as of June 30th. 
1M2S. 
The settlement 
is favorable to 


the roads in that the men return at the 
rate of wage prescribed by the Railway 
Labor board. 
This scale, however, is 


subject to review by the Labor board and 
it is the general expectation that the board 
•will revise its cut so as to give the men 
substantially more than they are now re- 
ceiving. 
It is significant that the agree- 


ment provides for the creation of a Com- 
mission to settle disputes which may arise 
under the settlement, thus taking contro- 
versies over seniority and other similar 
questions outside of the Railway Labor 
board. 


The agreement includes some of the 


largest railroads in the United States, 
such as the Xew York Central and affil- 
iated lines, the Chicago & Northwestern 
and the Chicago. Milwaukee and St.. Paul. 
It will be a great relief all around, to the 
.companies, their men and the public. 
There is no question but what the equip- 
ment of many of the roads has deteri- 
orated heavily and is in very poor condi- 
[tion. 
Probably some of the roads could 


• not have held out much longer before suf- 
ifering a breakdown of transportation. 
i.The men have been out of employment 
'eleven weeks and their pay envelopes, 
•with winter at hand, ought to look good 
(to them. 
As for the public, it will draw 


a sigh of relief at the prospect of a re- 
storation of more normal train service 
land the movement of a sufficient supply 
lof coal to take care of fuel needs. 
| 
We believe this partial settlement is an 


jentering wedge that will produce a gen- 
'eral settlement in the relatively near fu- 
ture. Peace on one basis or another will 
'be made by the other railroads shortly. 
iThe separate agreement represents, we 
think, good judgment on both sides. It 
is better for all concerned than a fight to 
;th^ finish would have been. 
The scars 


[Trill not be so deep nor so painful, and 
'there will be better 
opportunity for 


friendly understanding in th° future. 
In 


looking back over this conflict and its 
causes, we cannot escape the. conclusion 
that the Railway Labor board made a 
•mistake in ordering the cut in wages. If 
there is an excessive operating charge in 
the shops it is due to rules and regula- 
tions rather 1han to the scale of pay. Had 
these been modified and wages left as they 
•were both the roads and ihe men would 
be better off. and a strike would have 
been avoided. We. doubt if the test of the 
•Labor board involved in this incident has 
improved its standing or its prestige. 
Not that the Labor board is not an ad- 
vance in the settlement of industrial dif- 
ferences but that its judgment and the ex- 
ercise of its functions have not been alto- 
gether of such a nature as to inspire thor- 
ough confidence. 


However this may be, the public at 


'large will rejoice that the strike is at nn 
end and will hope that a way will be 
^found to so improve the arbitration phase 
of the transportation act as 1o make more 
certain peaceful adjustments in railway 
employment. If a general settlement now 
follows all obstruction to a return of great 
industrial activity and genuine prosperity 
iwill be removed. 


THE GOOD OLD DAYS 


How does modern life compare with 


the "good old days" in America? Let us 
turn back, say. four generations, and see 
whether we would exchange 
places. 


Times were hard in 1830. 
The United 


States bank, having over-speculated in 
cotton, was forced to suspend operations. • 
The failure involved only $2,000.000 in 
deposits, but it precipitated a financial 
panic in whicb over 400 banks were 
obliged to close, many of them for good. 


Congress, as usual, went off on a tan- 


gent and got interested in something 
else. 
It raised a cyclone of oratory 


against the "barbarity" of using a pack 
of bloodhounds that had been imported 
from Cuba to track down Seminole In- 
dians in Florida. Before the talking sub- 
sided, the dogs were abandoned as ineffi- 
cient. The cheer-up crew told the nation 
that its hope for prosperity was in foreign 
trade. 
There was great elation when 


Messrs. Baldwin, Vail and Hufty an- 
nounced that their Philadelphia plant had 
received orders for several locomotives 
for English railroads. 


It was in 1839 that. Charles Goodyear 


perfected his process of vulcanizing rub- 
ber. Another inventive sensation of theyear 
was furnished by Prof. John'WilliamDra- 
per of the University of Xew York, who 
announced he had made "the first photo- 
graphic portrait ever taken from life." 
W. F. Harnden. Boston plunger, started 
the first express service in 1839. carry- 
ing packages between his city and New 
York. The wilderness was far from con- 
quered. 
In Florida the Indians were on 


the warpath, a bounty of $200 on their 
heads. 
A row broke out between Eng- 


land and America over the boundary of 
Maine. Regulars were rushed to the bor- 
der and after a M-inter's ''persuasion" 
succeeded in calming the Maine farmers, 
who had decided to settle the argument 
with their rifles. 
A marvel of 1339 


was that the cost, of running the national 
government was less than $38,000.000 
for the year. The national debt then was 
a trifle under $12,000.000. 


Otherwise, the year 1839. 
was un- 


eventful, except far customary trouble 
with Mexico. Still, there is a certain gla- 
mour about those old days, and perhaps 
the reason we sometimes complain that 
life today is dull is because so many sen- 
sational tilings happen that we are becom- 
ing jaded. Life today is a carnival—very 
interesting at first, then boresome after a 
while, the spectators wanting to get away 
where it is quiet. 
There is such a thing 


as life being so super-interesting that it is 
dull. 
Extremes meet. 


TO REORGANIZE THE RAILROAD 


BOARD 


Representative Hoch of Kansas, mem- 


ber of the committee which framed the 
transportation act creating the United 
States Railroad Labor board, is author of 
a bill to abolish it and create "a disin- 
terested tribunal." 
As presently consti- 


tuted, the board includes representatives 
of 
the 
railroads, the employes and the 


public. 
Mr. Hoch would disregard ca- 


pital, labor and the public, and instead 
establish a court. 


The idea is in line with conclusions de- 


rived from experience. \Vhy should ca- 
pital pass judgment on itself? Or why 
should labor? 
Why should members of 


the board be partisans of any interest? 
Should not the board be like a court, or- 
ganized and functioning with the sole ob- 
ject of being equitable". A partisan board 
is a board of friction and argument. "A 
disinteresled tribunal." of the right per-' 
sonnel would, we think, be preferable.

THE GUILTY TONSIL 


In children up to the age of 15 years there is 


normally an enlargement of the tonsils and the 
adenoid body. Probably these structures serve in 
a protective way in early life, that is. they prob 
ably help in the child's defense against the vari- 
ous respiratory infections which, owing to our be- 
nighted notions about taking cold, prevail so much 
among children. 
Of course this protective pur- 


pose, if such there be, can no longer be served 
when the tonsils have 
become 
diseased, 
them- 


selves injured or crippled in fighting infections. 
So that merely enlarged tonsils do not necessarily 
call for any treatment, nor does the presence of an 
adenoid enlargement: it is only when tonsils or 
adenoids 
present evidences of disease, or, being 


diseased, produce other injuries to 
health, 
that 


their removal is necessary. 
It would scarcely 


seem worth the space to say this, were it not 
for the deplorable fact that we have a small army 
of little tin can doctors condemning tonsils liter- 
ally at sight. 
Every week hundreds of school 


children are sent to dispensaries, clinics or pri- 
vate physicians to have their tonsils and adenoids 
removed, merely because some wholesale medical 
inspector has discovered that the tonsils are visible 
to the naked eye. 
Taxpayers will cherish the il- 


lusion that health can be bought for a song. 


Here are some of the points of evidence that 


tonsils are at least potentially guilty and should 
be removed: 


1. A history of repeated sore throats, not ne- 


cessarily tonsillitis. Of course repeated attacks of 
tonsillitis strongly 
suggest permanent tonsil in- 


fection. 
Two or more attacks of quinsy ought to 


alienate the affection of any sufferer from the 
tonsils. 
". A rather characteristic red, "corned beef" ap- 


pearance of the anterior pillars, that is, the folds 
of membrane just in front of the tonsils. This tell 
tale appearance is especially noticeable in adults 
with diseased or infected tonsils, even tho the 
tonsils themselves are submerged or scarcely vis- 
We. 


3. When the physician gently compresses the 


tonsil, by making simultaneous pressure upon the 
anterior pillar with one tongue depressor and up- 
on the tonsil itself with another, a chessy. whitish 
exudate is squeezed from the crypts or openings 
of the tonsil. 


4. The presence of permanently enlarged "ker- 


nels" (lymph-nodes) about the angle of the jaw or 
ust behind 
it in the neck. These "kernels" be- 


come somewhat tender when there is an acute 
sore throat or tonsillitis. 


At present no physician or specialist can posi- 


tively assert that tonsils presenting one or more 
of these evidences are guilty of causing the pa- 
tient's health impairment, whatever it may be. 
The diagnosis of disease of the tonsils or adenoid 
body is a problem calling for the most skillful 
medical care, and the treatment of diseased tonsils 
s likewise no cut and dried affair to be done at 
wholesale.

Breast feeding.

LA FOLLETTE WINS, VARDAMAN 
LOSES, EDITORS WONDER WHY. 


The fact that Senator Robert M. 


La Follette, radical Republican, was 
overwhelmingly triumphant in the re- 
cent Wisconsin primaries while, at the 
same time. Jamas K. Vardaman, radi- 
cal Democrat, was defeated in Mississ- 
ippi has resulted in a general editor- 
ial discussion. Both were members of 
the "little group of willful men" de- 
nounced by President Wilson (or their 
opposition 
to his warpolicies wnne 


Vardaman 
wa s defeated 
original- 


ly 
through 
the 
personal 
inter- 


vention of Wilson in behalf of Senator 
Pat Harrison. Editors generally sug- 
gest that La Pollette's war votes were 
satisfactory to his state while his 
general radicalism is his source of 
strength there and Mississippi is again 
most conservative in its views. There 
are also some editors who argue that 
La Follette's triumph constitutes an- 
other rejection of the Harding policies 
by the voters. 


Not alone is the outcome a "tri- 


umph for La Follette." but, according 
to the Baltimore SUN, (Ind. Dem.). 
for "those who realize the need of 
remedying the intolerable conditions 
now sponsored by the special powers 
in Washington.'' The Newark NEWS, 
(Ind.), thinks, however, that "liquor 
played so important a part in the con- 
test that it left uncertain just where 
the majority of the people of the 
state stand on La Folletism." So far 
as being a. test affecting the Wash- 
ington administration th e Brooklyn 
EAGLE. (Ind. Dem.), believes that 
"will not come before the November 
elections owing to absolute machine 
control of nominations." The triumph 
in addition was personal in Wiscon- 
sin, 
the New York TIMES, (Ind. 


Dem.), says as "in his state La Fol- 
lette is invincible, in Washington his 
structural defect is that he can never 
quite or long agree with anybody." 


While 
the 
regular 
Republicans 


'have no cause for rejoicing" so far 
as Wisconsin is concerned the regu- 
ar Democrats "have in Mississippi," 
the Indianapolis NEWS, (Ind.), argues 
because "Vardaman is an ideal repre- 
sentative of the blatant type of poli- 
tician and the Democratic party of 
the nation is the gainer," by his 
downfall. While one of the six Sen- 
ators who voted against the war 
measures was nominated, and an- 
other lost, the Norfolk VIRGINIAN 
PILOT, (Ind. Dern). thinks the rea- 
son is readily ascertamable "on a 
study of the two and the issues of 
their campaign. 
La Follette's years 


of political training have given him 
a rare insight into what makes good 
campaign thunder. Vardaman. on the 
contrary, is a political misfit."' En- 
dorsing this view the Louisville POST 
ikewise calls attention to the fact 
:hat "Vardaman first rode into power 
n his own state on a platform of 
race hatred." and the Lynchburg 
NEWS (Dem.), points out that "La 
Toilette 
suits 
Wisconsin—a 
state 


often referred to as the Kaiser's 
oorough in America. 
That fact at- 


tests and explains whatever of honor 
goes with the Republican Senatorial 
nomination just bestowed by the G. 
O. P. voters of that state." 


There also is this difference, in the 


opinion of the Wheeling REGISTER, 
Dem.). "La Follette remained in the 
Senate and redeemed his war votes. 
Ever he has championed the cause 
of the people against the interests, 
even leaning to what might seem 
radicalism to do so. Vardaman's vote 
still occupies a place of prominence." 
In addition the Springfield REPUBLI- 
CAN, 
(Ind.), insists "it makes not the 


east difference what Senator La Fol- 
lette thinks, says or does, he will 
probably be returned to the Senate 
so long" as he lives." But the Janes- 
vine GAZETTE, (Rep.), suggests that 
it was the "popular revolution" which 
has set in "against the administra- 
tion" that was responsible for the 
enormous La. Follette vote. This in 
part is the view of the Buffalo NEWS, 
Rep.), which sees Senator La Fol- 
iette riding "higher than ever on a 
•jew wave of discontent. It was a 
personal and particular political land- 
slide, a protest by the voters of Wis- 
consin against what he calls 
the 


predatory interests' and many other 
things, which, whether they exist 
argely in the mind of the demagogic 
Senator or not, are actually enough 
to the constituents who hang so ad- 
miringly on his words." 


Grouping La Follette and Varda- 


man "is inevitable," the Manchester 
UNION, (Ind.. Rep.), insists, "because 
of similarity in certain of their me- 
thods, if not in all of their ideas or 
on their nominal party la.bels. 
La 


Follette won because the candidate 
of the conservative element in his 
party failed "singularly to fire the 
•jopular 
heart," 
while 
"Vardaman 


was a most 
vulnerable 
candidate. 


Meanwhilo the North 
can extract 


small comfort from the comparison 
of /the. day's work in Wisconsin and 
Mississippi. 
The honors of the ac- 


asion are clearly with the South." 
As the Mobile REGISTER, (Dem.), 
sees it "Mississippi may be recover- 
ing from a. state of mind. 
The re- 


sult is unquestionably a victory for 
the Woodrow Wilson party In the 
state," while the Boston TRAVELER, 
Ind.), suggests that "La Follette is 
a political tragedy. 
Mighty in his 


own state he is an outcast in the 
Senate. 
Perhaps some day he will 


regain influence. 
Few expect 
it." 


But the Boston TRANSCRIPT, (Ind. 
Rop.), holds that La Follette's "radi- 
calism is destructive, instead of con- 
structive. He has to be endured, and 
:hc bent way to endure and ncutra- 
ize him is for the people to elect, as 
.jvidently they are going to elect, «uch 
sound statesmen as Mr. Lodge and 
Vfr. Beveridge and others to the Sen- 
ate." 


Jn both Wisconsin and Mississippi

:he Springfield UNION, (Rep.), be- 
ieves and, in the case of La. Follette, 
i« "had th^ support" of Republicans, 
Democrats.

ing the rallying -ground for radicals,

Even 
Nikolai Lenine 


would probably find a congenial at- 
mosphere there," while the Utica OB- 
SERVER DISPATCH, (Dtim.),i Bays 
that "Wisconsin people may know 
why they have acquired the habit of 
nominating and electing La Follette. 
Elsewhere in the United States the 
adoration of La Follette is regarded 
with considerable' amusement.

prices will bring famine and misery 
to thousands of families;

In 
January last they were only 42 times 
higher than those of July 1D14: in 
July and August of last year 139 times 
pre-war prices. 


"What will be the rise this month? 


Some idea can be made in remember- 
fng that on the 1st of August one 
dollar could buy 630 marks, and now

marks. 


"The French government thinks— 


according to a semi-official note from 
Havas—that the collapse evident by 
these 
figures, 
the 
earthquake, of 


which we already hear the first rum- 
blings, is quite easy to explain and 
need frighten nobody. It is nothing 
but an exchange speculation on the 
part of the German government in 
order to become bankrupt and thus 
oblige the allies to grant a loan which 
would again ensure 'the economic 
hegemony of Europe' to Germany. 


"Absurb point of view. It is utterly 


absurb to think that the German gov- 
ernment purposely arranges a finan- 
cial and economic, a political and so- 
cial crisis, with such disastrous con- 
sequences. 


"But it is believed in Paris, and the 


press speaks of the reparations ques- 
tion in a. frame of mind and a tone 
which is appalling in its terrible want 
of realism. It is just as if they were 
struck with blindness in face of this 
huge storm which is advancing on 
Europe. 
Let us give one single ex- 


ample which illustrates clearly the 
present madness of the reparations. 
We are thinking of the deliveries of 
German coal which amount at present 
to 1,725,000 tons a month. The situa- 
tion is as follows. Germany, which 
through the peace treaty, has lost 
26 per cent of her coal production 
is suffering now from a coal famine, 
and was obliged to import in June 
1.900,000 tons, mostly from England, 
that is to say more than she is ob- 
liged to deliver to the Allies. France 
and Belgium, on the contrary have 
too much coal. So that German coal 
is now sent at great expense from the 
Ruhr to France and Belgium, from 
whence some of it is often sent back 
again to the Ruhr. At the same time 
the Rhine barges which have taken 
the coal to Rotterdam, to be sent on, 
to French ports, load "up again in 
Rotterdam with English coal and take 
it back to the Ruhr to replace the de- 
liveries made. 


"It is difficult to imagine anything 


more absurdly stupid from an econ- 
omic point of view. The German gov- 
ernment even asked to be allowed to 
make some of its deliveries in English 
coal, to avoid sending the Ruhr coal 
to Rotterdam, which Is substituted 
then by English coal. The request 
was refused. 


"This is only one example, but one 


which characterizes the madness, the 
crime against 
Europe which the 


present treatment of the reparations 
problem is causing. 


"What are things coming to? No- 


body knows yet what resolution Poin- 
care is going to take, and in what 
this liberty of action it coin* to con-

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Unprogressive Farmers 
Of England Not Averse To 


Mixing Cheese And Dirt 


Sanitation and Efficiency of 


Dairy Centers Are Lacking- 
English Suspicious of Ameri- 
can Merchandise. 


England has to import nearly three- 


fourths of her 
food because she is 


mor*- of a manufacturing country than 
nn agricultural state 
Therefore^it is 


of interest to note what she is doing 
alons some lines, and comparing notes, 
for example, in dairying with which 
the average Wisconsin man is inter 
cpted or ought to be. 


Thp writer bad a chance to live in 


Pommerpetshire which borders on the 
western coast of England and includes 
the large, commercitl city and port of 
Bristol. In this region they have the 
land practically all given over to graz- 
ing with only 
an occasional 
gram 


patch now and then to feed the cattle 
with the crop. 
In this region the 


farms do not average more than SO 
acres apiece. They are separated from 
each other by 
Wide ditches 
which 


were filled with stagnant water this 
summer for this ha? been an off year 
in England- Last year it was extreme- 
ly dry and the cry went up that wells 
•would be dried up but the law of com- 
pensation is at work and we have had 
rain SO per cent of the days with cold, 
and nights down to 45 degrees and 
one or two days above SO degrees and 


i then only for an hour or two. 


NO BLOODED STOCK 
' There are practically no farms with 


I blooded stock in this shire, possibly 
' only four aJl told, for the average 
1 farmer cannot afford to go into this 
.'business. Much of it has to be ex- 
: port business, and it takes capital to 


I carry that on and only some of the 
nobility make- this their hobby. The 
farmer here is hard hit as everywhere 
else for it is the middlemen who are 
getting the 
profit and someone in 


America has estimated that twenty 
billion dollars could be saved if the 
middleman could be eliminated -which, 
however, seems only a dream and yet 
a dream to even the farmers here. 


Tet this very thing interested me 


here with reference to the cheese man- 
ufacture- They do not have the fine 
list of cheese factories you have in 
the Badger state but here the bulk of 
the cheese 
in Somrr.ersetshire and 


most 
of England is manufactured 


right in the farmers' homes. Boys and 
girls learn the art with their parents 
and a common sight is to see the 
cheese presses and the small vats in 
which the milk is prepared. They 
manufacture a Welsh cheese called 
"caer philley" and it averages about 
7 pounds about 10 inches in diameter 
and a few inches thick. The presses 


' are of that size and -when they are 


pressed they are put into a cool place, 
often the damp cellar, for there is an 
abundance of moisture in these houses 
with the stone floors and wet walls, 
especially when it rains four out of 
five days. Then once a week the 
cheese is taken to market. I -went with 
an "old timer" to the quaint village 
of Highbridge which is the big cheese 
center of that shire and saw them 
bring in the cheese "naked" and not 
dressed or boxed—just in the open— 
for if there is one thing that English 
are behind on it is the sanitary idea 
from clean teeth to clean food. We 
•would not dream of exposing provi- 
sions as they are wont to do here and 
especially in Ireland where aside from 
spitting in public places no advance 
has been made in ten years, that we 
can see. 


CHEESE UNSANITARY 


The 
little, rolls of cheese were 


• brought in exposed to all the dirt and 
I dust of the road and then landed on a 
'i cement floor in the auction house. A 
firm owns large auction grounds and 
the farmers pay 2 shillings a. hundred 
weight or 45 cents at the present rate 
of exchange to have the cheese sold at 
auction. The floor was not swept, the 
pig pens and caJf pens were 200 feet 
'away and the auctioneer more than 
once when he was auctioning off the 
cheese would put his feet on the pile 
of cheese to rest his weary bones and 
make an imposing figure. The buy- 
ers did the same and the farmers too. 
The buyers are mostly Welsh traders 
and they go around with a little a.u- 
gur and bore into the cheese, taste, 
feel and smell it and then bid. Some 
of the cheese in the house had been 
on the floors for three months and 
was sold at 2 cents a pound for chick- 


. en feed. One would think it would be 


removed but there it remained beg- 
ging for purchasers. 


The "top prices" of cheese in July 


•were 65 shillings per hundredweight. 
At the present rate of exchange of 
4.46 a pound that would be $14.50 per 
hundred pounds or rather per hun- 
dredweight 
and that 
means. 112 


pounds here. That would bring the 
tarmer only about 13 cents a pound 
and we are told that the retailer pays 
about 1 shilling 2 pence a pound for 
it nearly double so that even the farm- 
er selling it direct to the buyer deduct- 
ing the auctioning foe does not get a 
hilarious price. 


It is the same story with the milk. 


There are a large number of milk 
pasteurizing plants that ship milk to 
London. I visited one of these places 
to get some first-hand information and 
found them preparing milk for Lon- 
don about 140 miles away. The milk 
was brought in large cans holding 17 
Fallens, which makes some men use 
bad gramrner when they lift it. They 
really would welcome the 10 gallon 
can ,that came from America during 


the war and has been used a little 
here, because it is easier to lift and 
then easier to wash, for the prover- 
1- nl English can is narrow at the top 
?nd wide at the bottom. 


HAUL OWN MILK 


The milk is hauled by the farmers 


themselves. 
If 
the 
milk 
concern 


hauls it they charge the producer one 
cent a gallon for hauling it. The pas- 
teurizing is done at 165 degrees and 
with all doors wide open but fairly 
sanitary otherwise. The farmers were 
receiving 7 pence a gallon which is 
about 13 cents and 
in London they 


were selling it at 7 pence a quart and 
more so that the consumer paid four 
times the price what the farmer was 
crtting for it. Contracts with farm- 
ers are made by the year, the milk 
te.ng- cheapest during June, July and 
August and going up a gradual scale 
during the winter months. 
During 


the war the farmers got as high as S 
shillings and 3 pence a gallon and the 
English folk practically all blame the 
government for setting this pace for 
it has done more to make English 
folk restless than anything else done 
by the war. 
is so much 


That is one reason there 
cheesemaking at home. 


There is a belief that factories always 
take advantage of a man and it is 
very hard to move farmers along this 
line, as they are generally great indi- 
vidualists. It is singular, too. that the 
cheese they manufacture to this day 
brings at least 5 shillings more per 
hundredweight than that which the 
factories put out and where the farm- 
er makes the famous Cheddar cheese 
that weighs 30 and 40 pounds the ad- 
vanced price he gets for it really pays 
him better, especially if he does not 
count his work anything as so many 
of the good farmer 
folk have been 


taught to believe. 


FARMS ROMANTIC 


There is something romantic about 


the English farms and homes that one 
misses in America but this romance 
leaves your imagination when you get 
into the houses and barns. There is 
little the English can teach the Ameri- 
can farmer. He is hemmed in by tra- 
dition and milks his cows just as his 
forefathers did 100 years ago. Some 
English writer said many years ago 
that 
the sin of the 
English was 


grooviness" and he has the feeling 
somewhat that the man did for the 
new moon—he refused to look at the 
moon out of respect to the old one—or 
like the South American people who 
refused to accept a new cart because 
the wheels did not squeak like the old 
one and they feared it was not of the 
right sort. Kipling says the American 
turns his "keen eye to the instant 
need of things" because he is inven- 
tive and adaptable, not static. There 
is a glamor of romance in the old 
hedges, the old ivy on the houses, the 
Fag in the 
old barn, 
the 
old slab 


floors of stone, frosty and damp and 
polished for the holidays with a sort 
of pumice stone. All that is good 
enough as far as it goes but it does 
not work 'for efficiency. 
"*" 


We saw the farmers go out with 


their old milk stools with one foot 
right into the open patch, milk at 5 
o'clock in the morning and at 5 at 
night. They are naturally opposed to 
"summer time" as they call- daylight 


saving hero and in parliament t 
voted on it a few weeks ago and 'the 
vote stood 1S1 in favor and only 2 
oposed to it. The city folk go to the 
cricket fields after and have all sorts 
of time to spend while the farmer folk 
find that the times do not quite koe_p 
pace with the hens and the cows who 
regulate themselves more according to 
daylight. The.'farmers go out with 
linen coats to milk to protect their 
clothing while we at home put on old 
clothes. We would find the coats too 
hot but here they wear woolen shirts 
all! the year round and woolen stock 
ings, too. for the climate is cool here. 
We have had only two days above 80 
Til summer long and then only for a 
few hours around noon, the thermom- 
ter going to 45 at night and requir- 
ing fires right along. 


MACHINERY CLUMSY 


There is one striking feature that 


meets the;gaze of the American as he 
looks over the average dairy farm. 
The machinery is all clumsy. There 
is an obsession for weight and big- 
ness for bulk and brass. We would 
not 
use 
hay-tedders 
that 
weigh 


twice as much as ours. The milk carts 
un on two wheels and have hubs in 
;heir wheels that remind you of the 
indent chariots that went to battle. 
The American mower is found here 
anfl of course is built as light as the 
traffic will permit but the very light- 
ness operates against us just as our 
sugar that comes over here. It is al- 
ways short 
of weight 
because the 


packers are a little too exacting: when 
.hey weigh out the hundred pounds 
and should make allowance for the lit- 
le losses here and there in transpor- 
.ation; in fact the London refiners use 
.his as a great selling item by saying: 
"Here is our English bag up to weight 
and you cannot say that of American 
sugar." I found this complaint in ten 
places and it is in line with the ma- 
chinery idea, short of weight there- 
fore lacking durability somewhat in 
line with American ways which tend 
to superficiality and not durability. 


That same idea obtains with our au- 


tomobiles. 
They seem too light for 


many of the trade, the English for- 
getting that this very element makes 
the Ford car so popular so that every 
fourth car you see in the average Eng- 
lish town is a Ford with the Chevro- 
let following on. 
Their autoes are 


clumsy and heavy and very low in 
build and very high 
priced so that 


even with a duty of 33 per cent the 
American car is much cheaper. Ford 
trucks are used in hauling milk and 
also used with a special body as pleas- 
ure cars. 
Many railroads use them 


for distributing their freight at the 
terminals. 


MEAT IS HIGH 


We were somewhat 
interested in 


prices for cows. 
They were selling 


between 30 and 
40 pounds sterling 


which can easily be figured out with 
the current rate 
of ?4.46 a pound. 


During the war they were double this 
amount. Cows here are known to gi 
from 500 to 
700 gallons 
of milk 


year. That is a fair average. Ilogf 
were selling at 22 shillings a score of 
20 pounds which would be about 2- 
cents a pound live. This is exception 
a>lly high and that is why pork retails- 
at 40 and 45 cents 
here and hams 


sell at 55 cents a pound. The hog 
are fed on the whey that accrues with 
home cheesemaking, the 
hours for 


making cheese being from 9 to 1 p rn. 
The Irish folk export a lot of hogs to 
England and Irish pork is advertised 
everywhere, the farmers of Ireland be- 
ing very anxious to retain good trade 
relations with the English. They also 
send their cattle here and we hnve 
seen them 
load the boats at night 


with a hundred head, the small chan 
nel boats with pasengers and above 
the bellowing mass of fearful cattle, 
which felt their new surroundings 
meant their doom. England 
has to 


depend on this outside' help for meat 
and I have noted that the big Chicago 
houses and even Omaha firms have 
their offices in Manchester, Liverpool 
and Glasgow; in fact it would make an 
interesting chapter to just write on 
what we see over here that is Amer- 
ican. Denmark sends her butter heie 
and at the present time it is sold for 
48 cents a pound or 2 shillings 2 pence. 
Denmark lays emphasis on dairying 
and they have the 
cooperative firms 


who specialize on this line.

velop our own heritage, and in that 
will be found the way to safety and 
prosperity. 


"The war could not have been won 


without the help of the self-governing 
dominions. It will be one of the trage- 
dies of this world, if, after this cooper- 
ation, we should not be closer knit in 
the bonds of a common empire. 


'The whole of Central Europe, from 


the commercial' point of view, has 
gone. If we have to wait for the hope 
of recovery until order is restored in 
that part of the world, it will be a 
black outlook for this country. 


'Before the war our total exports 


to Germany, Russia, and the whole of 
Central Europe amounted to far less 
than half of what we sent to ourself- 


verning dominions. 
It is to them 


we must look." 


The Association of British Cham- 


bers of Commerce 
at its quarterly 


meeting in London passed a resolution 
urging on the government the need 
for convening at an early date an Im- 
perial Conference at which the govern- 
ment, the dominions and commerce 
and industry should be represented, 
in order to consider the development 
of empire resources.
